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25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  prepayment  of 
resident  taxes  and  to  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept 
such  prepayments.  If  such  authority  is  granted,  any  person 
who  is  liable  for  the  current  year's  resident  tax  on  April  1st 
and  before  notice  of  the  assessed  resident  tax  has  been  re- 
ceived may  pay  his  resident  tax  to  the  collector  who  shall 
receive  such  payments  and  give  a  receipt  therefore  and  credit 
the  amount  so  paid  toward  the  resident  taxes  eventually 
assessed  for  the  current  year. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
incur  debts  for  Temporary  Loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of 
the  municipal  year  and  pay  out  of  the  tax  money  when 
received. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  agrees  to  participate  in  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program  (NFIP)  by  directing  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  complete  the  eligibility  application  and  sub- 
mit the  required  information  to  the  Federal  Insurance 
Administration. 

28.  WHEREAS,  certain  areas  of  Stewartstown  are  subject  to 
periodic  flooding  from  streams,  rivers,  etc.  causing  serious 
damages  to  properties  within  these  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally  sub- 
sidized flood  insurance  as  authorized  by  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Act  of  1968;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  Town  Meeting  to  require 
the  recognition  and  evaluation  of  flood  hazards  in  all  official 
actions  relating  to  land  use  in  the  flood  plain  areas  having 
special  flood  hazards;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt  land 
use  and  control  measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses  pur- 
suant to  New  Hampshire  RSA  Chapter,  31,  36,  156,  and 
156A. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  Town 
Meeting  hereby: 

(1)  Assures  the  NFIP  that  it  will  enact  and  maintain  in 
force  for  those  areas  having  flood  hazards,  as  delineated 
by  the  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  issued  by  the  NFIP 
dated  January  10,  1975  and  any  published  revision  to  this 
map,  adequate  land  use  and  control  measures  with  effective 
enforcement  provisions  consistent  with  the  Criteria  set 
forth  in  Section  1910  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance 
Program  Regulations;  and 
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(2)  Vests  the  Selectmen  with  the  responsibJity,  authority, 
and  means  to: 

(a)  Assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  request,  in  his 
delineation  of  the  limits  of  the  area  having  special  flood 
hazards. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator 
may  request  concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy  of  the 
floodplain  areas. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  State,  and  local  agencies 
and  private  firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey,  map, 
and  identify  floodplain  areas  and  cooperate  with  neighbor- 
ing municipalities  with  respect  to  management  of  adjoining 
floodplain  areas  in  order  to  prevent  aggravation  of  existing 
hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's 
initial  eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Administrator  on 
the  progress  made  during  the  past  year  within  the  town  in 
the  development  and  implementation  of  floodplain  manage- 
ment measures. 

(3)  Appoints  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  maintain  for  pub- 
lic inspection  and  to  furnish  upon  request,  for  the  determina- 
tion of  applicable  flood  insurance  risk  premium  rates  within 
all  areas  having  special  flood  hazards  identified  on  the 
Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  or  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map, 
any  certification  of  flood-proofing,  and  information  on  the 
elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  level  of  the 
lowest  habitable  flood  (including  basement  if  habitable)  of 
all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures,  and  include 
whether  or  not  such  structures  contain  a  basement,  and  if 
the  structure  has  been  floodproofed.the  elevation  (in  rela- 
tion to  mean  sea  level)  to  which  the  structure  was  flood- 
proofed. 

(4)  Agrees  to  take  such  other  official  action  as  may  be 
reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the 
program. 

29.     To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  ordinance: 

Section  1.  Appoint  an  inspector  of  buildings  who  shall  be 
the  Selectmen  or  their  agent. 

Section  2.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  erect,  con- 
struct, enlarge,  alter,  repair,  improve,  move  or  demolish  any 
building  or  structure,  within  the  Town  of  Stewartstown 
without  first  obtaining  a  separate  building  permit  for  each 
building  or  structure  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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Section  3.  Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  violating  the 
provision  of  tliis  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
$10.00  and  each  day's  neglect  to  obtain  such  a  permit  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Section  4.  Appeals  shall  be  as  provided  in  RSA  156:4-a,  b,  c. 

30.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  following 
building  regulations  pursuant  to  RSA  1 56  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  review  all  building  per- 
mit applications  for  new  construction  or  substantial  im- 
provements to  determine  whether  proposed  building  sites 
will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding.  If  a  proposed  building 
site  is  in  a  location  that  has  a  flood  hazard,  any  proposed 
new  construction  or  substantial  improvement  (50%  or  more 
of  the  market  value  of  structure  including  prefabricated  and 
mobile  homes)  must  (i)  be  designed  (or  modified)  and 
anchored  to  prevent  floatation,  collapse,  or  lateral  move- 
ment of  the  structure,  (ii)  use  construction  materials  and 
utility  equipment  that  are  resistant  to  flood  damage,  and 
(iii)  use  construction  methods  and  practices  that  will  mini- 
mize flood  damage. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Selectmen:  shall  obtain,  review,  and 
reasonably  utilize  any  base  flood  elevation  data  available 
from  a  Federal,  State,  or  other  source,  until  such  other 
data  has  been  provided  by  the  Administrator,  as  criteria  for 
requiring  that  (i)  all  new  construction  and  substantial  im- 
provements of  nonresidential  structures  have  the  lowest 
flood  level  (including  basement)  elevated  or  floodproofed 
to  or  above  the  base  floor  level. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  require  that  all  mobile 
homes  to  be  placed  within  Zone  A  on  the  community's 
Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  or  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map 
shall  be  anchored  to  resist  floatation,  collapse,  or  lateral 
movement  by  providing  over-the-top  and  frame  ties  to 
ground  anchors.  Specific  requirements  shall  be  that  (i)  over- 
the-top  ties  be  provided  at  each  of  the  four  corners  of  the 
mobile  home,  with  two  additional  ties  per  side  at  interme- 
diate locations  and  mobile  homes  less  than  50  feet  long 
requiring  one  additional  tie  per  side,  (ii)  frame  ties  be  pro- 
vided at  each  corner  of  the  home  with  five  additional  ties 
per  side  at  intermediate  points  and  mobile  homes  less  than 
50  feet  long  requiring  four  additional  ties  per  side;  (iii)  all 
components  of  the  anchoring  system  be  capable  of  carrying 
a  force  of  4,800  pounds;  and  (iv)  any  additions  to  the 
rnobile  home  be  similarly  anchored. 
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(4)  Require  permits  for  all  proposed  development  in  any 
area  of  special  flood  hazard.  The  term  "development"  is 
defined  to  mean  "any  man-made  change  to  improved  or 
unimproved  real  estate,  including  but  not  limited  to  build- 
ings or  other  structures,  mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading, 
paving,  excavation  or  drilling  operations." 

(5)  Review  permits  for  proposed  development  to  assure 
that  all  other  necessary  permits  have  been  received  from 
those  governmental  agencies  such  as  from  which  approval 
is  required  by  Federal  and  State  law. 

31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Planning  Board 
consisting  of  five  (5)  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
in  accordance  with  RSA  36:4  11(a).  and  to  make  available 
to  it  the  powers  and  duties  provided  in  RSA  36. 

32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  empower  the 
Town  Planning  Board  to  approve  or  disapprove  in  its  dis- 
cretion new  subdivisions  and  plats  thereof  as  provided  in 
New  Hampshire  RSA  Chapter  36:  Section  19-29  inclusive 
and  Section  34. 

33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for 
use  as  setoffs  against  budgeted  appropriation's  for  the  fol- 
lowing specific  purposes  and  in  amounts  indicated  herewith 
or  take  any  other  action  hereon:

STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good 
Business.  Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  associa- 
tion with  Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a 
national  effort  to  check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half 
century  before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature 
established  our  first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the 
State  has  appointed  a  town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is  respon- 
sible for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the 
ground  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden 
before  being  kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the 
warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of 
fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the  town/city  and  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire 
training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  pro- 
gram has  given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records 
in  the  United  States.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Controversy  is  now  growing  in  regard  to  programs  for  handi- 
capped pupils  and  costs  associated  with  providing  these  services. 
Federal  and  state  mandates  have  placed  an  ever  increasing  financial 
burden  on  local  school  districts  with  little  or  decreased  monetary 
support  being  received  from  the  agencies  mandating  such  pro- 
grams. The  State  of  New  Hampshire  is  presently  faced  with  a  5-6 
million  dollar  deficit  in  support  of  programs  related  to  handicap- 
ped pupils.  In  question  is  not  the  need  and  validity  of  programs 
for  the  handicapped  but  who  will  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  pro- 
gram and  in  what  proportion. 

Present  state  regulations  mandate  that  each  local  school  district 
provide  a  free  and  appropriate  education  program  for  every  identi- 
fied handicapped  person,  age  3  to  21  years.  School  districts  that 
cannot  provide  an  appropriate  program  locally  are  responsible  for 
providing  a  program  out-of-district  on  a  tuition  cost  basis. 

Newly  proposed  and  revised  state  regulations  mandate  that 
local  school  districts  provide,  in  addition  to  local  handicap  pro- 
grams that  it  may  now  operate,  additional  staff  assistance  and 
instructional  resources  in  any  regular  education  class  having  more 
than  30  percent  of  its  enrollment  as  educationally  handicapped. 
Such  staff  assistance  and  resource  shall  include  but  not  be  limited 
to:  interpreters  for  the  deaf,  teacher  aides,  prosthetics  and  orthodic 
equipment  (auditory  trainers/low  vision  equipment),  note  takers 
for  the  deaf  and  blind,  consultative  help  for  the  regular  class 
teacher,  in-service  training  for  the  regular  class  teacher,  and  other 
supportive  equipment  and  help  deemed  appropriate  in  the  handi- 
capped student's  individualized  education  plan. 

Sentiment  is  also  growing  and  parents  are  now  requesting  that 
local  school  districts  provide  specialized  programs  of  education 
for  pupils  identified  as  gifted  and  that  monies  allocated  for  such 
programs  at  least  be  equal  to  that  of  monies  allocated  to  other 
specialized  education  programs. 

As  the  controversy  continues,  serious  concern  has  to  be  given 
to  how  local  school  districts  will  meet  these  issues  in  light  of 
limited  and  already  strained  financial  resources.  Faced  with  pend- 
ing reductions  in  federal  support  monies  now  received  and  very 
likely  similar  reductions  in  state  support  monies  along  with  the 
increased  cost  of  maintaining  existing  schools  and  programs,  school 
district  decisions  on  how  to  provide  the  best  educational  program 
for  all  pupils  will  indeed  be  difficult.

Project  C.H.O.I.C.E.,  our  federally  funded  Career  Education 
Program,  finished  its  second  year  of  operation  and  funding.  The 
curriculum  was  taught  to  all  students  in  grades  2,  4,  and  8. 
Meanwhile,  a  curriculum  was  written  and  implemented  for  grade 
6.  The  initial  evaluation  report  conducted  during  the  school  year 
indicated  career  information  growth  for  those  who  were  given  the 
course  at  a  significantly  greater  rate  than  those  who  did  not  take 
the  career  courses.  This  was  true  in  all  grades. 

Once  again  standardized  tests  were  given  to  all  students  in  the 
district,  grades  1-11,  and  also  to  St.  Albert's  pupils,  grades  1-8. 
It  appears  that  while  nationally  the  test  scores  seem  to  be  drop- 
ping, the  results  for  the  district  indicated  no  such  loss. 

Finally,  this  past  year  in  cooperation  with  Stratford  High 
School,  persons  in  the  district  were  afforded  the  opportunity  to 
prepare  and  take  the  G.E.D.  (high  school  equivalency  test).  I  am 
happy  to  report  that  better  than  15  persons  received  their 
equivalency  certificates.

All  parents/guardians  are  urged  to  take  full  advantage  of  all 
health  services  provided.  Any  questions  or  suggestions  are  always 
welcome. 

As  a  reminder,  the  State  Department  of  Education  requires 
each  child  entering  our  school  system  to  meet  the  following 
requirements: 

1.  Physical  Examination 

2.  T.  B.  Test 

3.  Complete  diphtheria,  pertussis  and  tetanus  vaccine  series 

4.  Complete  oral  polio  vaccine  series 

5.  Rubella  vaccine  (German  measles) 

6.  Rubeola  vaccine  (measles) 

7.  Mumps  vaccine 

Free  pre-school  clinics  are  available  in  this  area  to  meet  the 
above  requirements.  For  information  and/or  clinic  dates,  call  the 
Home  Health  Agency  at  237-8083. 

Each  year  we  strive  to  improve  school  health.  Thank  you  for 
your  cooperation  in  helping  us  meet  this  goal.

TITLE  I  PROGRAM 

Each  year  Title  I  strives  to  meet  the  aims  and  objectives  of  its 
program  which  are  to  (1)  assist  all  children  who  have  a  need  to  im- 
prove their  reading  and  comprehension  skills,  (2)  improve  spelling, 
and  (3)  motivate  outside  reading  so  that  they  will  be  better 
prepared  to  meet  the  everyday  challenges  in  the  educational  field 
as  well  as  daily  life. 

Mrs.  Betty  Raymond  and  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Lawton  are  the  Title  I 
teachers  who  meet  the  needs  of  44  pupils  enrolled  at  St.  Alberts, 
the  Hollow  School  and  West  Side  Elementary.  The  program  this 
year  also  serves  two  additional  grade  levels. 

As  usual,  test  scores  as  well  as  teacher  observation  and  a  re- 
view of  pupil  daily  work  are  taken  into  consideration  so  that 
pupil  needs  can  be  better  determined  and  met. 

We  have  had  an  active  Parent  Advisory  Council  with  more 
parents  volunteering  their  services.  In  addition,  parents  have 
agreed  to  chair  projects  and,  as  a  result,  a  better  understanding  of 
the  program  is  realized. 

During  the  Christmas  program,  Mrs.  Sally  Biron  who  is  the 
Parent  Council  Chairperson  volunteered  her  musical  talent  and 
had  the  children  singing  a  medley  of  songs. 

In  conjunction  with  this  year's  project  to  increase  reading  and 
math  skills,  each  pupil  will  bring  in  a  favorite  dessert  recipe. 
These  will  be  compiled  into  a  cookbook  and  pupils  will  then  have 
the  opportunity  to  make  as  well  as  test  their  recipes.  Other  skills 
learned  from  this  project  will  include  the  development  of  motor, 
language  and  creative  skills. 

The  development  of  small  muscle  and  perceptual  motor  skills 
including  improvement  of  hand-eye  coordination  and  left-right 
progression  will  be  promoted  by  activities  such  as  cutting,  rolling, 
slicing,  etc.  In  addition,  expressive  language  and  communication 
can  be  fostered  by  involving  activities  such  as  classifying,  follow- 
ing directions,  sequence  and  comparing.  Cognitive  skills  will  be 
developed  by  following  directions,  number  concepts  and  con- 
trasting. 

After  the  recipes  and  books  are  completed,  follow-up  exercises 
will  be  used  in  the  Title  I  room.  This  will  be  a  hands-on  experience 
to  which  pupils,  parents  and  teachers  can  relate  and  find  enjoy- 
ment. 
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The  participation  of  parents  will  be  evident  in  this  year's  pro- 
gram as  parents  will  again  be  asked  to  evaluate  the  program  from 
a  constructive  and  critical  point  of  view. 

Many  new  books  have  been  added  to  the  Title  I  Library  which 
is  available  to  pupils  in  all  three  schools.  Mrs.  Raymond  and  Mrs. 
Lawton  circulate  the  books  in  the  schools  and  many  pupils  are 
using  these  books  for  their  book  report  assignments. 

Additional  software  and  instructional  materials  have  been 
purchased  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  Title  I  Program  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  pupils.
